In case the Constitational Amendments | 
proposed by the Recomstruction Committee | 


pass the Senate, the question stated in the 


heading of this article will be. one for the } 


considetation of the press and people of the 
State. : ; 
Admitting the importance of the question, 
we proceed to give the reasons that induce 
ue to favor the immediate calling of am ex- 
tra session ; we favor the proposition, not for
